WASHINGTON Ufi—Adlai E. Ste­ 
venson and Sen. Estes Kefauver 
(D-Tenn) appear likely to win two 
unch allenged victories each in th e 
nation's first four presidential pri­ 
maries. 
Th ose primaries are sch eduled in 
New Hampsh ire, Minnesota, Wis­ 
consin and Illinois. 
Unless th ere is a last-minute 
ch ange in h is plans, Kefauver is 
expected to pass up a ch ance to 
ch allenge Stevenson on h is h ome 
grounds in Illinois. Both are seek­ 
ing th e Democratic presidential 
nomination wh ich Stevenson won 
in 1952. 
Filing time for th e April 10 Illi­ 
nois primary expires today. Ste­ 
venson already h as signed papers 
for th e entry of h is name on th e 
presidential 
preference 
ballot, 
wh ich is advisory but not binding 
on th e state’s 64-vote delegation. 
On th e Republican side, names 
of President Eisenh ower and Gen

Imp erfect Crime 
Except for the theft in Bangkok of a two- 
toil lion-dollar gold shipment in 1948 by 20 bandits 
<|isguised as policemen and soldiers, the Brink’s 
ftoldup in Boston six years ago next Tuesday 
was the biggest theft in modern times. 
. It looked like a perfect crime until the FBI 
announced on Thursday it had solved the 
ihystery of how nine men entered the main 
building of an armored car service and walked 
awa 
with upward of a million and a-half dol­ 
lars in cash and checks. 
; Eleven men were in the plot. One has died, 
six were taken into custody this week, two al* 
ready were in jail and two more are still at 
large. Thus does another “perfect crime” come 
to a close. The FBI believes it has the evidence 
to clone the Brink’s case. 
The outcome is a tribute to the thoroughness 
of modern police work—an endless search-and* 
sift process. For nearly six years the FBI 
brought police skill to bear on the problem of 
pinning down the men and the means of the 
Brink's robbery. It questioned thousands of 
suspects, followed up dooms of false leads, 
even located the pieces of a truck that had 
been cut up for scrap metal. 
There may be perfect crimes. But perfect 
police work reduces them to the vanishing 
point No band of criminals can be a match 
for an organization like the FBI. 


W h at Ho o ver Commission Proves 
The best guess about the 141 Hoover Commis­ 
sion proposals now before Congress is that only 
the unimportant ones w il escape the pigeonhold 
treatment. 
This is because the important ones would save 
billions of dollars a year if put into effect, and 
Con ress is not famous for saving money in an 
elec tion year. Congress mistrusts all ideas for 
saving money. 
The handicap of the Hoover Commission 
throughout its monumental project of trying to 
save money and improve public service has 
bee i automatic congressional opposition to maj­ 
or recommendations, even when they were un­ 
questionably sound. 
Although the opposition has been offset to 
some extent by voter pressure on congressmen, 
it is the reason for the pigeonhole treatment 
that awaits important proposals. 
This proves that such a commission is need­ 
ed. A new one should be set up as soon as 
there has been enough time tor Congress to 
pig. onhole the recommendations of the com­ 
mission that expired last September. 
Theoretically. Congress should do the job 
alone, with help from the executive branch 
Bui in practice, the executive and legislative 
bri nches develop strong vested interests in 
things as they are. They do not want efficiency 
at the price of change. 
Only taxpayers want that—and experience has 
shown that taxpayers get more attention from 
a quasi-public agency like the Hoover Commis­ 
sion than they get from Congress. Taxpayers 
need an authoritative, powerful lobby in Wash­ 
ington to look after their interests.

T h e 
Fruehauf Trailer Co bought the 
Strick Plastics Corp. because the 
trailer company's president 
Roy 
Fruehauf, believes that within a 
few years thousands of truck trail­ 
ers rrug.it be built of plastics. 


THE PURCHASE brings “Frue­ 
hauf together with a company al­ 
ready experimenting in 
the de­ 
velopment of plastics for use is 
truck traitor» ,” the executive ex­ 
plained. 
In other ca>es diversification 
comes w.th development of ne w 
I industries. For instance, both Gen­ 
eral Electric and Weatinfbouse, as 
a result of wartime experience, 
now make jet engines arid are in 
the atomic power business. 
North American Aviation, Inc., 
while still building plenty of air­ 
planes, designs and builds control 
systems for guided missiles — 
which i* alto makes — or will de­ 
sign and build you a nuclear re­ 
actor. 
A new reason tor some of the 
diversification comes from pros­ 
perity. poverty and the tax laws. 
In such cases a highly profitable 
company, faced with high Income 
taxes, finds it wise to take over 
one that’s been losing money and 
thus has a tax loss to carry for* 
ward. Result: The merged com­ 
pany either eliminates toe taxes 
or cuts them way down

every indication it will — perhapa 
toe word “general” will be the 
onlv fitting one tor a company 
name. For some of the “ general” 
companies today are just that. 
There’s General Dynamics Corp 
which, in addition to making elec­ 
tronic equipment and television 
sets, is also in the business of 
building airplanes and atomic sub­ 
marines. Or General Tire A Rub­ 
ber Co., only 40 per cent of whose 
business now comes from tires 
and tubes. ’Hie rest comes from 
such things as rocket engines and 
sporting goods, a radio network 
and plastics production, television 
stations and machinery produc­ 
tion, movies and chemicals. It's 
now moving to take over a wrought 
iron company. 
Not all the mergersandacquisi- 
tion are by industrial giants be­ 
coming even bigger giants. A Fed­ 
eral Trade Commission staff study 
shows that th 1955 just over 33 
per cent of the acquiring firms 
had assets of more than 50 mil­ 
lion dollars, 37.2 per cent had as­ 
sets of 10 million to 50 million 
dollars and 29.6 per cent had less 
than 10 million dollars.
